The Shah is said to 
be a kind master, and his wives always 
Fpeak of him with affection and respect. 
Extraordinary precnutons are always 
taktn to prevent males from getting in- 
side, »ud the European ladies who visit 
the hiuvm are, on tnteriug, examined 
by eunuchs, who also inscribe the 
names of tne visitors and those of their 
attendants. In spits of the great pre- 
cautions t;iken, it has oncn or twice hap- 
pened that a man has been smuggled in- 
to tbo h.irern, and I lately hoard the 
story of a laborer having been fonnd 011 
the roof of the women's apartment. He 
•was advised to affect madness-—which 
was hardly necessary, as fear had al- 
ready mane him idiotic—and it was ci- 
plained that he bad got into the harem 
through an underground watei can**!, in 
which be h'ul bam hoiking. It speak*

It it a matter of grate doubt whether 


the Morrow bill to further restrict Chi- 
nese immigration will be reached daring 
the present session of Congress. II it 
had reoeired the hearty approTal of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, it would 
undoubtedly be called up when the com- 
mittee has its day in the House, but it 
does not receive such approval. Bel- 
mont has staled that he will tiy to call 
up his Diplomatic and Consular bill 
when the committee has its day, in 
which case the M>rrow bill would go on 
the calendar and would never be reached. 
Thi» would decide the fate ol Chinese 
legislation for this session. 


Senator Stanford has a speech pre- 


pared on interstate commerce, which he 
will deliver as soon as that measure is 
brought up in the Senate. 
Stanford has 


prepared his speech with a great deal of 
care, having dictated it to his secretary 
and then revised it, when it wan printed 
with a type-writer. Stanford also has 
prepared a speech on the lite and ser- 
vices of General Miller, which will be 
delivered on the day set for memorial 
services in honor of the deceased 
Senator. 


The bill passed the House Saturday 


creating a new Federal judicial district 
in Southern California. 
It provides 


that the following counties shall be in- 
cluded within its boundaries: 
Ban 


Diego, San Bernardino, Los Angeles, 
Ventura, Santa Barbara, San Louis 
OUispo, Fresno, Tnlare and Kern. The 
bill also provides that the present court 
shall have charge of all Federal cases 
now pending before it from those coun- 
ties. 


The free trade Democrats ire begin- 


ning to hear from farmers and woolen 
manufacturer* in regard to the Morrison 
Tariff bill. Petitions and memorials 
from jatrons of Husbandry and from 
manufacturers protesting against the 
bill are arriving here in large numbers. 
Manufacturers point out [th* disastrous 
consequences of the agitation of the 
question, the apprehension of unfavor- 
able legislation being scarcely less dis- 
astrous than the reality. The National 
Association of Wool Manufactarera, [in 
a letter to the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the subject, says: "To a country 
enjoying a tariff system which it has 
accepted and to which it has adapted 
itself, tarfi agitation is an incalculable 
calamity. 
It 
paralyzes 
enterprise 


frightens cupital.idepreciates values and 
deranges labor. Although there is a 
difference of opinion as to the extent of 
such influence, it cannot be denied that 
tariff agitation, among other causes, has 
materially contributed to the great and 
accelerating industrial and commercial 
depression of the last four years. Our 
European competitors are free from ap- 
prehensive chaugeii is the value of wool 
such as has taken place in this country 
in consequence of no less than seventeen 
changes ,in the tariff *n wools within 
the memory "of living manufacturers." 
The communication recites that what is 
needed is not free wool or a lower tariff 
on woolen manufacturers. If the bill is 
taken up for consideration in the House 
or should even co-He to vote on its pro- 
visions, the number of amendments 
offered will be legion. While Morrison 
has been wasting time in the preparation 
of such a bill, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has been preparing a thorough 
measure on the question of under-valna- 
tions. This is now nearly complete, 
and it will probably be the only meas- 
ure affecting the tariff that will have any 
chance of passing Congress.

Two years hence both of the great po- 


litical parties will be agitated over the 
choice of a standard bearer for the cam- 
paign of 1888.

there is but one man in the field who is 
doing his best to start a boom for him- 
self, and that man is Orov«r Cleveland 
of New York, bnt whose present addien 
is "Executive Mansion, Washington, 
D. 0." ID his honest desire to give the 
people of the country a good adminis- 
tration— and up to the present time no 
one questions the honesty of his inten- 
tions—he, by sheer force of olronmstan- 
eea of the situation, is obliged either to 
commend himself to the respect of his 
fellow citizens, or to subject himself to 
the adverse criticisms of Democrats as 
well as Republicans. Upon the whole 
the Republican party is well satisfied 
with the results of the first year of Mr. 
Cleveland's administration, 
He has 


made blunders, of course, and which 
were to be expected of a man who came 
into the executive chair personally un- 
known to the leaders of the Democratic 
organization; but the fact remains that 
he is criticised more savagely by men 
who belong to his own parly than he is 
by bis political antagonists. 
Much can 


be done within the nest two years to re- 
store harmony in the Democratic party.

tux FBANCisao, April 26.—The fa- 


mous riparian rights litigation, which 
has been before the California Courts 
for years past and often before the 
Legislature on a question as to whether 
the old Common Law of riparian rights, 
or the Boman Law of appropriation is 
paramount, has been finally settled by 
the Supreme Court decision, handed 
down Monday, which establishes the 
doctrine of riparian rights and upsets 
the theory that any person has a legal 
right to appropriate and divert the 
waters of a stream. The opinion is by 
Justice MoKinstry; concurred in by 
Justices McKee, Thornton and Sharp- 
stein. 
The dissenting opinion was 


signed by Chief Justice Morrison and 
Justices Boss and Myriek. 


Dulled Sinws vs. Pneltlc KallnMdi. 


Last Sunday evening, while Postmas- 


ter Smith, oi Candelaria', was distribut- 
ing the mail, a Chinaman broke through 
a window to burglarize. Mrs. Smith 
called in a neighbor and tbe thief was 
frightened off. Another residence was 
entered and everything of value taken. 


Democrats as well as Republicans 


are now settling to the belief that the 
present session of Congress will last 
into August, notwithstanding the talk 
by members of the House, and especi- 
ally some Democrats, about getting 
away the latter part of June. 


The Pacific Railroad bill, as unani- 


mously passed upon l>y the House Com- 
mittee, makes provision for tbe pay- 
ment o! the indebtedness of tbe Pacific 
Railroads to the Government after the 
following plan: To the present debt is 
added the interest that would accrue 
during the lifetime (eleven years) of the 
existing bonds, assuming that no far- 
ther payments are made by the com- 
panies. The total ia divided into four- 
teen equal paymentH, which are repre- 
sented by a series of bonds falling due 
semi-annually. Tbe last bond, matur- 
ing seventy years after the issue of the 
average annual payments by the com- 
panies, would reach nearly $4,000,000, 
which, it is estimated, would amount to 
_ sum greater than the principal of the 
debt before the existing bonds would 
mature. 


The President has received a telegram 


from H. Clay Hall, Department Com- 
mander, transmitting a copy of tbe fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were unani- 
mously adopted by the encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic fl few 
days ago at New York City: 


WHKBEAS, It is proper that veterans, 


irrespective of party, should recognize 
anything done by a public official which 
demonstrates his intention to carry out 
the promises made to men who dared 
death for their country; and, whereas, 
we have reason to believe, through 
declarations and actions, that Hon. 
Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United Slates, means to carry out th« 
principle that veterans, when compe- 
tent, are entitled to recognition, because 
of the service rendered their country in 
time of war; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Department of 


New York, Grand Army of- the Repub- 
lic, representing an organized body of 
35,000 veterans of the war, in annual 
tession assembled in New York City 
April 21, 1886, view his course in this 
respect with satisfaction, and hereby 
puts itself on record as approving the 
conscientious discharge of this patriotic 
duty, believing it to be the wish of the 
President that the letter and spirit of 
all enactments in favor of the veteran 
shall bd faithfully carried out by all 
those in subordinate authority having 
tbe power of appointment to employ- 
ment or retention in the service of the 
Government under his administration; 
and, be it further 


Resolved, That these resolutions be 


telegraphed to the President, in the 
name of the Encampment, and that a 
copy of the same, daly authenticated by 
the Department Commander and Adju- 
tant General, be forwarded to him by 
mail. 


CLSLELAND'B HOPES. 


Bnt Cleveland has an entirely differ- 


ent object in view. He believes that be- 
fore two years have elapsed his party 
will have climbed up to tbe high moral 
plane to which he and his advisors are 
endeavoringing to elevate it. In short, 
Mr. Cleveland in testing tbe sincerity of 
the Democratic party in a number of 
ways, but more especially upon the 
question of civil service reform. 
There 


is some talk to the effect that Cleve- 
land will not be a candidate again be- 
fore the Convention, He said as much 
before he had tasted the sweetness of 
presidential office-holding, but it is a 
fact worthy of mention that he has not 
been saying much upon that topic since 
his inauguration. 


Perhaps the most convincing evidence 


of the President's intention not to run 
again is the fact that there are in his 
Cabinet at least two avowed candidates 
for the Presidency. Mr. Bayard's name 
has been before several conventions and 
it is safe to say that it will be brought 
up again in tbe next national powwow 
of the Demoracy. Nothing that he can 
do, save a positive refuial to run, wi'l 
save him from some delegates ia the 
convention. 


VIB. WHCTNBY IS AFTEB THE NOMINATION, 
Unless all of the usual signs of tbe 
times are incorrect. The Wbitneys are 
the social lions of the hour. The White 
House receptions pale before the splen- 
dor of the entertainments given at the 
palatial home of the Secretary of the 
Navy. It is quietly whispered here that 
a gentleman by tbe name of Samuel J. 
Tilden ia backing the aspirations of the 
sharp young man at tbe head of the 
Navy Department. There is no getting 
away from tbe fact that the Wbitneys 
have been the mainstays of tbe social 
season. 
Their hospitality has been 


boundless, and this, combined with tbe 
clever manner in which Mrs, Whitney 
has managed affairs, has served to bring 
tbe bead of the house into unusual 
prominence. 
If Secretary Whitney 


really is a candidate, he will have the 
backing of the shrewdest, sharpest poli- 
ticians in the Democratic party yoked to 
unlimited wealth. Mr. \Vhituey could 
knock in the head ol tbe biggest "bnr'l" 
of any of tbe candidates, aud this fact of 
itself is not to be sneezed at by any 
means. Of all the members of the 
Cabinet, Whitney is tbe most formidable 
opponent to the President's chances for 
a renomination..

does not show a single man who can be 
called a Presidential candidate. 
All 


of them may have aspirations, but they 
are very carefal to keep them to them- 
selves. 


On tbe Republican side Sherman. Ed- 


munds, Logan, Hawley, Evarts and 
Stanford are all talked about for tbe 
nomination, bnt there isn't a single 
Demooratio Senator whose name is even 
discussed ai a possibility. The prob- 
able cause of this is that tbe greater por- 
tion of the Democratio Senators repre- 
sent Southern States, and tbe lime has 
not yet come when a candidate from that 
section can carry the country. This 
may or may not be sectionalism, but it 
is the truth. A few years ago there 
war* Bayard and' Pendleton on tbe 
Democratic side, with the Presidential 
bee buzzing in their bonnets. Probably 
the same seductive insect is still singing 
his sweet song in their ears, bnt as far 
as Presidential candidates are concern- 
ed, alas, the Senate cannot furnish a 
single stick of Democratic timber. 


The House, however, baa men there 


who will be in the rare as long as they 
are in public life. Tbe first and strong- 
est of these is Speaker Carlisle. He is 
tbe idol of his state, and can have its 
solid delegation for the asking. Just at 
the present time Carlisle is Kentucky's 
favorite son. 
He could have been elect- 


ed to the Senate to succeed "Cerro 
Gordo" Williams bad he bnt said the 
word, bnt he declined, because he had 
promised to support Senator Blackburn. 
He will probably be re-elected Speaker 
just as long as the Democrats retain 
control of the House, and this fact of 
itself will bring him into unusual prom- 
inence before tbe next convention.

At present it in dif- 
ficult to discern that he has much or 
any streugth outside of his own State, 
as the revenue reformers ore generally 
in favor of Carlisle, should his name be 
proposed.

He is a strong man in tbe East, aud 


has no inconsiderable strength in the 
protective districts of the South, and, 
while he will be a candidate, there is 
not the remotest possibility of his nom- 
ination. Tbero are other Democrats 
who would like to be considered as can- 
didates, but they are thoaj who are 
mentioned by no other pcoulo than 
themselves. The Democratic Conven- 
tion of 1888 will not bo without its ex- 
citing features, no mutter who is nomi- 
nated. There will be plenty of candi- 
dates before tbe vote is taken, (ir,d the 
winner will not be lonesome in the race, 
as tbe list of early starters pvon above 
will testily.
